immediately taken before such Magistrate; and unless there be good cause to tht 
contrary, such Magistrate shall make an order authorizing them to be taken l» 
such Court. 

99-A. Power to declar certain publication forfeited und to Issue wards* 
warrants for the same.-(l) Where:* 

(a) any newspaper, or book as defined in the *|Wcsl Pakistan Press and 
Publications Ordinance 1923, or any other bw relating to press and 
publication for the lime being in force). 

(b) any document. 

wherever printed, appears to the Provincial Government to contain any 
treasonable or, seditious mailer or any mailer which is prejudicial to national 
integration or uny matter which promotes or is intended to promote feelings of 
enmity or hatred between different classes of the citizens of Pakistan or which is 
by deliberately and maliciously intended to outrage the religious feelings of any 
Mich class insulting the religion or religious beliefs of lhat class, or any mutter of 
the nature referred to in dausc (jj) of subsection (1) of section 24 of the West 
Pakistan Preaa & Publications Ordinance, 1%3 that is lo say. any matter the 
Publication of which is punishable under section 123-A or section I24-A or section 
154-A or section 295-A or section 298-A or section 2¥g*B or section 298-C of the 
Pakistan Penal Code, the Provincial Government may, by notification in the 
official Gazette, staling the grounds of its o|>inion. declare every copy of the issue 
of the newipap ' containing such matter, and every copy of such book or other 
document to f. forfeited to Govern:?*: M and (hereupon any police-officer may 
seize the same wherever found in Parisian and any Magistrate may by warrant 
authorize any police-officer not bcU w the rank of sub-inspector lo enter uj>on and 
search for the same in any premises where any copy of such issue or any such 
book or other document may l>c reasonably sus|»ccied to be.

99-B. Application lo High Court lo net aside order of forfeiturc.~(l) Any 
person having any interest in any news|>apcr, book or other document, in respect 
of which .so order of forfeiture has been made under section 99-A ,l |or any other 
law for the lime being in force) may, within two mouths from the date of such 
order, apply lo the High Court to set aside such order on the ground that the issue 
of the newspaper, or the book or other document in respect of which the order 
was made, did not contain any I reason: ihlc or seditious or other matter of such a 
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
